Miss Lee carries memories of Waccamaw quilting over three 
generations. “I like them old-time quilts,” she says. “ I reckon be- 
cause I learned how to do quilts old-timey. Old-time was what you 
knowed yourself, You didn’t have no paper and book kind of stuff. 
You accumulate this with your own mind. It ain’t somebody else 
accumulated it and give it to you.”.
